Comparatively little attention was paid, until the 
last quarter of a century, to the education of woman. 
Both in Europe and America, educational establish-

:r lining of voung gentlemen. Oxford, Yale, Cam- 
bridge, and Dublin, are Universities whose celebrity 
and usefulness are world-wide. The best scholars. mid 
tbe profoundest theologians, jurists, and statesmen 
of inodtrn times have been trained in these or simi- 
lar Universities. Such institutions have made the 
men who have controlled the world. Perhaps more 
than any other one instrumentality, they have been 
tbe agency that has achieved our present civiliza- 
tion. And it is no extravagance to say, that, did 
such institutions, under the inspiring and ennobling 
influence of the Christian Religios, exist in 
other lands, now conspicuous for the darkness and 
ignorance that rest upon them, those lands would 
commence an immediate and rapid career toward 
tbe civilization of England and America. Colleges 
and educated mind have made them what they are. 

If tbe same attention had been paid, cotempora- 
neoasly with the existence of these institutions, to 
the intellectual training of woman, it is impossible 
to estimate how much more refined and bles:ed 
would be our present social condition. That too 
much attention has been paid to the education of 
young men by the Church and State cannot be for 
a moment maintained; but that female education 
has been too sadly and long neglected is a fact that 
must at once impress itself upoa every reflecting 
mind. This sad neglect is perhaps attributable in 
tbe first instance to defective views of woman's 
agency and influence in society. While the modern 
movement in favor of womiti's rlyhts is to I e 
regarded in some of its features as radically 
heretical, inasmuch as it seeks to place her in 
a sphere beyond tbe limits indicated by Providence, 
tbe most conservative opponent will concede that 
her educational opportunities should not be restrict- 
ed to the elements so m eagerly taught in ordinary 
schools. Let her pursue the same intellectual path- 
way through the sciences and languages and polite 
literature which is offered to young gentlemen, and 
which is indispensably necessary to a thorough 
preparation for the solemn and responsible duties of 
female life. 

It is idle aud eilly to suppose that a susceptibil- 
ity for extensive scholarship does not belong to 
woman. Such an objection is certainly without 
force to long as the fact remains that comparatively

One 
piece of silk or embroidery, one beautifully wrought 
garment, is of more value to them than all the 
knowledge of Newton or Sir Wm. Jones. To furth- 
er strengthen the notion thus casually formed is 
t'leir taste as developed in social enjoyment. How 
many attendants of the ball-room and theater aie 
f.ucd at the hall where scientific and literary 
hctures are given and useful knowledge commu- 
nicated? 

And now why is all this? Why this strange phe- 
n >menon manifesting itself particularly in connection 
with woman? Can we otherwise account for it than by 
the woeful neglect that has been paid to her educa- 
tion? The former tendency has been constantly 
strengthened by gratification, the latter weakened 
by starvation. Hundreds of dollars have been and 
are constantly being expended for the advancement 
of the body, * hile the mind, with its natural ten- 
dency to vanity, is suffered to remain uneducated 
and doomed. 

We trust, however, a better day is dawning. 
More extensive preparations are being made for 
female education. For instance, the Asbury Female 
College, New Albany, Ind., presents facilities for 
the education of young ladies in all respects equal 
to those of the lest institutions of the country. The 
course of study is the same as is prescribed in the 
best and oldest colleges for young gentlemen. It is 
by no means a fashionable boarding school, but at 
the same time genuine refinement and accomplish- 
ments constitute a regular part of its systematic 
drilling. The existence in enr midst of such an in- 
stitution, as an exponent of • resolute determination 
on the part o r its friend*, to elevate the standard of 
female education, is to be chronicled as an important 
event. The monthly pijer readings in the college 
chapel, to which the puoiic are invited, consisting 
of original productions by ths pupils, constitute 
an important and interesting feature of the college

iSTOur readers may remember that in several ar 
titles we strongly condemned the action of the 
Naval Commission of Fifteen, which dismissed alto- 
gether or withdrew from active service two hundred 
and one Naval officers, without giving them an op- 
portunity to lie heard in their own defence or to know 
who were the witnesses against them or even to 
learn the nature of the charges upon which they 
were tried. The proceeding was one of the most 
unjust and monstrous ever heard of in any country. 

The last Congress instituted measures for rectify- 
ing the grosa injustice done. That body passed a 
law authorizing Naval Courts to re-try the cases of" 
those who felt themselves aggrieved by the action of 
the Board and might desire to appeal from its decis- 
ion. The trials have been going on for months past, 
and the result is given in a statement of the Wash- 
ington Union to the effect tha", of the two hundred 
and one officers who felt the action of the Commis- 
sion of Fifteen, me hundred and ten demanded a re 
investigation by the Courts ef Inquiry, and decis- 
ions have been rendered in respect to one hundred and 
three of them. Of these, the decisions in fifty, 
cases have either entirely reversed the decisions of 
the Board of Fifteen, or mitigated their severity 
and the remainder made 110 change. 

We think it a treat pity that the officers constitu 
ting the Board of Fifteen, which did such flagrant 
injustice to a large number of men in the same ser- 
vice with themselves, could not have their own casta 
examined and decided by a Naval Court. 

Police Pkockeioings.— Monday, Ikctmber 28. — 
Keuben, a tlave of Mr. Warden P. Hahn, was 
examined before the city court on yesterday for an 
attempt at rape upon the person of Mrs. Shroeder, 
an aged German woman, residing with her husband 
in the Southeastern part of the city. The old lady 
has been subject to mental aberration for many 
years. Her husband had gone to church, and she 
had locked tbe door of her house, so to remain until 
he returned. The negro came and broke open the 
door and threw her on the bed and smothered her 
face with a pillow. She resisted him, however, and 
foiled him in his attempt. He then assaulted and 
beat her. Her husband returning and finding his 
wife beaten and bruised, threw a stone at the negro, 
but failed in his aim. The negro then knocked him 
down with a brickbat and stamped him. 

The only excuse offered in his behalf by his coun- 
sel was that he was drunk. The crime with which 
he was charged being a capital offence and the pen- 
alty death, he was committed to jail to await his 
trial, without bail or mainprize.

EDUCATIONAL CONVENTION. 
The Convention opened under the most favorable 
auspice-, notwithstanding the inclemency of the 
we t her. A large numl er cf the most pron inent 
Pn feasors and teachers in the State were in attend- 
ance. 

Prof. E. A. Grant, of Frankfort, was called to 
preside over the preliminary f ession, and J. T. 
Clark, Esq., appointed Secretary. 

A I u-iness comniittes was appointed to prepare 
question t for discussion, and a special committee, to 
which was entrusted the labor of preparing a pLn 
for a permanent organization of teachers. 

During the absence of the committees the practi- 
cability of a permanent organization was warmly 
and ably discussed, its advantages set forth, and the 
failure or success of various organizations of the 
kind in other Suites mentioaed; when, the question 
being put, it was decided almost unanimously to or- 
ganize permanently. 

The Business Committee reported a recommen la- 
tion that the Convention hold two daily sessions in 
the lecture-room of the Walnut Street Baptist 
Church, the morning session between the hours of 
nine and twelve and a half o'clock, and the after- 
noon session from half-put two to five, and that, af- 
ter the report of the Special Committee had l>een 
received, the subject of School Government and the 
question, "In what should the education of the sexes 
differ?" be submitted to the consideration of the Con- 
vention. 

Prof. Grant, the able Chairman, was elected Pres- 
ident of the Convention; Prof. Williams, of the 
Presbyterian Female School, Vice President; and J. 
T. Clark and Hiram Roberts, Esqs., Secretaries. 

The meeetiag then adjourned till this morning at 
9 o'clock. 

The gentlemen who compose the Convention seem 
to lie really in earnest. They are all practical teach- 
ers, and they w<ll, we doubt not, commence a work 
during their sessions that will be of lasting benefit to 
the State. 

These meetings are opei to the public, and we 
would say to all who have children to educate, at- 
tend these meetings and ycu will lie impressed with 
the earnest devotion of these gentlemen, who have 
the most vital interests of the community at heart. 

List night the delegates to the Educational Conven- 
tion met at Mozart Hall to attend the lecture of the 
Hon. Henry Barnard. A very good audience was 
present, but the lecturer did not arrive. All, how- 
ever, remained and listened to addresses from the 
various educators present.

Effect of the Stalk upon the Graft.— About 
thirty years since, my father grafted two apple-trees 
of some size, with scions taken from tbe same tree, 
and of the same variety (little core). Tbe trees 
stood on precisely similar soil, and within a few rods 
of each other; but the original fruit on one was sweet 
and dry, while the other produced juicy and quite 
acid fruit. Tbe produce of tbe graft exhibited a 
marked difference in form, flavor, and color; tha 
sweet .talk yielding fruit more marked with red, 
drier, less acid and firmer in 



gress: 

Mr. Gwin's bill to "authorize and facilitate the 
construction of a Northern, a Southern, and a Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad and Magnetic Telegraph through 
the Territories of the United States' provides for 
the setting apart for this purpose of a quantity of 
public land equal to the alternate sections for the 
space of twelve miles on each side of the roads from 
their eastern to their western termini. The first is 
to commence in Texas, to extend by the most eligi- 
ble direct route to the navigable waters of the Paci- 
fic, and to be called the Southern Pacific Road. The 
second ia to commence on the western borders of 
Missouri, to terminate at San Francisco, and be 
called the Central Pacific Road. The third is to 
commence on the western borders of Wisconsin, and 
extend by the mo*t eligible mute to tbe navigable 
waters of th- Pacific, in Oregon aod WashimgUm 
Territories, and is to tie called the Northern Pacific 
Road. Provision is made for the grant of other pub- 
lic lands where the alternate sections are occupied, 
or are mineral lauds, and in case of the passage of 
the bill, for the advertisement by the government 
for proposals for building the roads, for the com- 
pletion of the entire roads and telegraphs within ten 
years, for proposals for carrying the mails by said 
roads, and the transportation of government troops, 
supplies, naval ^ores, &c.; for the division of the 
contracts for building the roads into sections of 100 
miles each, and that no money shall be advanced 
until service to the extent of the payment shall be 
performed. The arrangements for carrying on the 
work in case the contractors fail, and other necessa- 
ry details, are amplv provided for in the bill. 

" Mr. Pugh's bill "to provide for a survey of the 
Ohio river and its principal tributaries - ' is as fol- 
lows: 

There is appropriated out of any moneys in the 
Treasury not appropriated otherwise the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars for making topographical and hy- 
d^raphical surveys to determine the practicability 
and cost of improving the navigatiou of the Ohio 
river and its principal tributaries, by a system of 
reservoirs, to serve as feeders in the periods of low 
water, and also to avoid the destruction of property 
bv great floods, according to the plan formerly sub- 
mitted to Congress by Charles Ellet, J., Civil Engi- 
neer — the *aid sum to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior; and the sur- 
veys, v. ith all the necessary observations, measure- 
ment*, reconnoi.-ances, and estimates to be made by 
such civil topographical engineers and under such 
geuer.il superintendence as the President may ap- 
point and describe. 

Mr. Gwin has introduced a bill "to organize the 
Territory of Arizona," providing for the survey of 
the public lands, the examination of private land 
chums, and to grant donations to actual settlers. 
The new Territory begins at the Colorado, at the 
thirty- fourth parallel north latitude, extending to 
the eartern boundary of New Mexico; south upon 
that boundary to the Texas line, along which it 
passes to the Rio Grande ? and so on to the line of 
Mexico as fixed on said river by the treaty of 1854; 
thence by the same boundary line to the Colorado; 
and up that river to the beginning. The bill prj- 
vides that the Territory may be admitted into the 
Uuion with or without slavery, as the constitution 
niav prescribe at the time of admission.

EstAKCirAlfox. — It has been announced that Hol- 
land has already provided for emancipation in 
her colonies iu the West Indies. While the act is 
much behind that of England, it is said to be much 
more just it providing a fair equivalent to the 
slaveholder for bis slaves. For healthy slaves a 
rate of indemnification is fixed accoiding to their 
ages, differing in the different island'. For sick 
slaves a reduced price will Le pa:d, which is to lie 
fixed after the slave has been examined by tw p o 
phypiciaus, one appointed l>y government and the 
other by the owner thereof. No price is to be paid 
for runaway slaves, who have been absent more 
than two yejrs. The emancipated slaves will be 
placed uoder humane regulations, providing for 
religious and educational improvement, and 
obliging thein to contribute for the formation of a 
fond destined to pay back to the State the expenses 
af their emancipation. Children of emancipated 
parents, born after the proclamation of this law, are 
free, and not subject to the restrictions which their 
emancipated parents are under: end they are to re- 
main ur.der the control of their parents to the age of 
twelve years. The date for the emancipation of the 
•laves is to be fixed by the Lome government.

It i» dangerous to the 
t • .it), of sheep to confine them in lar^e nnmbers. 
in small, p«orly-ventillatel inclusures, and an tx- 
pSNM outdo- ts during tlie entire winter is far worse. 
A writer in the Mail e Farmer says on this subject 

After the hard frosts of late autumn have put a 
stop to the growth of grass, the Hock must be re- 
moved from their pasture to that where other stock 
ha* run, when they will do well for a few days, 
provided it has not been fed too short daring the 
summer, and then changed to uncropjied uuwing 
fields, when they will do a benefit rather than dam- 
age to the next year's crop, if there is a good second 
growth t«f grass" on the ground. 

Our own practice has been not to turn old sbeep 
on the mowing but little, as the lambs are weaned 
in * h mo.) August, and they crop the fields, whilst 
the old fiock have the whole run of all the pastured, 
and are fed for several weeks from an acre or two of 
ruta bags tops, and in case these fail before snow 
falls, the flock is taken in at nigh: and fed with hay. 
nd feturned to the pasture next morning. W hen 
snow falls the flock must be taken in immediately. 
I know farmers who take no pains to feed their 
theep for days or even weeks after the ground is 
covered with snow, unless it l>e deep. 

Now this is cruel to the animals as well as a loss 
to the owner, by the flock losing flesh rapidly, and 
every dollar's worth lost in this way will cost him 
two to replace. When our rhx-k is in for winter quar 
ters. the lambs are kept separate, rams also, from 
the main flock of ewes. 

Commence feeding with good hay, and continue 
this feed to lambs through the winter. After a 
week or two, but not until the weather is pretty 
steady cold, we commence feeding morning and noon 
with straw, evening with oi.e bushel (and more if 
we have them) of ruta bagas to twenty-live sheep, 
and as much of our poorest hav (which is not verv 
bad) as they will eat clean. I think it very impor- 
tant to the interest of the farmer, humanity also re- 
quirin.' it that, all domestic animals lie <lo»n these 
lun:.-. co'd winter rights, with their stomachs wel! 
filled niib sutalautiai food, in warm, well-littered 
stalls, ..tables, or cotes. 

Some winters, when we have had more straw than 
couid tie fed out twice in the day, we give straw at 
night not omitting to increase the ruta bagas. or 
gi.e some grain, as I hold, and after many ye sis' 
ex[«rience it is in my mind a fixed fact, that all our 
stock, though it does not work nor give milk, must, 
to m^ke the keeping of it profitable, have winter 
feed equivalent to as much good hay as it will eat 
without waste. 

A change of feed is vary acceptable now and then, 
as the haulm of peas, bean*, and vetches, buck- 
wheat, and cornstalks. Our flock is never kept so 
short as to eat anv kind of straw clean, and the re- 
fuse, after using li'<erally for liedding all the stock 
on the premises daily, is deposited in a large loft 
over the s&eep, for next summer and fall use. 

Straw feed should be discontinued for breeding 
ewes one month s-t least before yeaning time, unless 
we hiive a large supply of roots and some grain to 
feed, sufficient to increase their streiurth and the se- 
cretion of milk at this important season. We have 
never fed but very little grain, but ruta batra tur- 
nips liberally, and, as we think,' to very great ad- 
vantage. 

The question is frequently asked, "Do not turnips 
weaken your sheep and injure their laml»»?" No; 
and I am tempted to relate a case in point to 
prove it. 

Some twenty years ago, the foxes were very des- 
tructive to young lambs, and tho»e dropped in the 
pasture were very likely to be taken by them. 
Having, say twenty or thirty ewes that had not 
yeaned when the main fleck was ready to turn off to 
j a-ture, we concluded to keep them up in a large, 
well-ventilated shed, w here the air could be let in 
on all sides in fair weather, feeding with as many 
turnips as they would take, and the best of hay 
without grain. The lambs were strong and so were 
their mothers, giving plenty of in ilk. 

Straw feeding being over, best hay takes its place 
with turnips as before, using more or less as they are 
likely to hold out, until grass has grown a small 
bite and the ground become somewhat firm, when 
they are let out a part of each fair day, near about 
home, until feed in their pastures is sufficient to 
supply them, when thev are turned off. but we are 
careful to take them induring cold storms for weeks 
after. 

Pure water is indispensable for the health and 
thrift of the flock, and this must be within their 
winter enclosure, and. if convenient, under shelter, 
as they like to drink a little several times a day. 
Salt should be kept constantly by them, both winter 
and summer. W e find that a flock of 150 consume 
from 0 to 8 quarts per week, when fed on straw and 
turnij s — less on hay, as we put a few quarts to a 
load w hen putting in the mow. Sulphur is mixed 
with the salt frequently, the year round, and wood 
ashes sometimes in the winter. Our flock is and 
has lieen for vears uniformly healthy, rarely losing 
one by any disease, or more than one hmii in the 
hundred. 

From the lieginning until past midwinter hemlock 
and white pine boughs are every few days placed in 
the yards where the flocks can browse on them, 
which I hey do with great avidity and much to the 
preservitiju of health. 

When 1 first commenced keeping sbeep, the prac- 
tice universally prevailed, as far as I knew, of feed- 
ing on the snow, ice, or bare ground, as the weather 
might be. I found there was a great loss in this 
wav, and soon set about putting up racks and cribs. 

" * * • * * * 

But the greatest loss of out-door feeding is in 
rainy or thawy weather, which occasionally happens 
in winter, and the most of the two last months be- 
fore going to pasture. At this List season of feed- 
ing, I have seen flocks tread under foot and waste 
as much good hay as would, if fed, keep them in 
good condition, whilst at the same time they were 
growing weak and losing flesh. 

S-ttne farmers think their sheep would lie diseased 
if fed under cover, and provided with lodgings day 
and night- We hold the opposite, having practiced 
Loth methods; with our present arrangement of feed- 
ing and lodging, it is rare to see one of the flock 
with dirtv nose, cough, sore eyes, or other indica- 
tions of disease. In severe cold or stormy weather 
the flock may be seen between inealj, a por- 
tion quietly taking rest on their straw bed, the 
others nibbling at what may be left in their cribs. 
Our sheep lodges have tight walls. Two of them 
are lighted with windows, can easily be closed w ith 
light doors, and are very nearly closed in severe 
weather ( well ventilated at the top, of course). The 



tirely free fruin chill", wfiieh is an imporiaiit consid- 
eration with the m mufacturer, and consequeatly to 
the grower. 

In conclusion, sfter years of close observation, I 
am fully decided in the opinion that, by our present 
arrangements for comfortable lodgings acd method 
of feeding, a saving is made of full twenty-live per 
cent, osrer that of out-door feeding and poor shelter 
for the flock, from surnis and cold.

Protecting Plants from Cold — There is a 
large, and probably »v increasing, number of per- 
sons who are di-posed to give ut> the cultivation of 
all plants which req-iire auy artificial protection to 
enaole them to wh.-istand the cold of our el'inate. 
They argue that there are enough jjood fruits and 
flo*ert> that do not require this extra care, and that 
if the tender ones are dropped some hardier one* 
will imiuediatelv take their places, and that unless 
we drop the tender ones we shall never have a full 
supply of hardy ones. 

There is certainly fore - enough in this reasoning 
to induce us to look fry and give a preference to va- 
rieties that are |>ertectly hardy, where these can be 
had, and to encourage the production of hardy seed- 
liug«, to take the place of older sorts. But on look- 
ing the matter through, we rind there are many arti- 
c es of great beauty and value now found in our 
gardens which have no hardy substitute, and many 
o;bers which, although considered hardy, because 
they will live through and grow after a severe win 
ter, are yet so much benefited by protection, that 
until a perfectly hardy one is found to till its place 
we cannot part w ith it, and to secure the full amount 
of good from it we mu*i shelter f rom the wiuds and 
sun of our Northern winters. 

AaMog the fruits gen»rally cul'ivated and requir- 
ing this kind of care, we may mention the Siruwner- 
ry, the Raspberry, ami the New R k helle Blackberry 
—although this la-t may not stand qtute sj much in 
need of it as the others. 

The Sirawlierry. in dry soils, seldom dies out from 
severe cold, excep" in the case of very tender son*; 
but the vigor of the plants is much impaired and 
the growth letarded for several days by want of cov- 
ering. Plants which have had a covering during 
the winter will thus mature their fruit sooner than 
otto r«, which is quite an advantage to the grower 
of this early fruit. The crop is also increased la 
value to an extent of more than ten times the cost 
of covering. 

All that is necessary for the protection of Straw- 
berry plants is to cover them with leaves to the depth 
of two or three inches, throwing a few hmbs upon 
the leaves to keep the wind from blowing them oti 
Strawy manure is good, but a heavy covering of 
rank manure will smother the plants; apply manure 
thinly, if this is Hsed. 

Raspberries are commonly considered hardy, and 
for this reason we would lie the more emphatic in our 
statement that they must be protected. Manv cul- 
tivators of Raspberries do not get one fourth of a 
crop, one year with another, because they do not pro- 
tect the cine« during the winter. Strawberries fre- 
qMently get a good covering of snow, w hich protects 
them, but Raspberries seldom get much benefit in 
this wav. The upper portion of the cane not being 
covered with snow, is nearly dead in the spring, and 
grows late and feebly, if at all. 

The liest way to protect them, where, they are 
planted, as they commonly are, in hills .about four 
feet apart, is to remove all the old wood arid all but 
four or six of the best young cane?; then form a 
binall mound of earth along the ground from one hill 
of plauts to an adjoining one. ana, bending the canes 
of the two hills towards each other, and along the 
mound of eurib — which must reach quite from one 
hill to the other, and l>e highest next to and against 
the canes, peg them dow n and cover with a couple 
of inches of earth. If the work is done in a mild 
day, and care is taken to raise the earth weil against 
the stems before binding down, no canes will l>e 
broken, and in the spring every plant w ill start early 
and vigorously. 

The New Rochelle Blackl-erry has not been long 
enough in cultivation with us to show fully how 
hardy it may be, but the past two severe winters 
have evidently been too cold for its real pood. The 
cane is so strong and large mat it is difficult to tie 
up with straw, and too brittle to bear bending down 
with safety. Care should therefore be taken in 
planting to" locate these plants where they will be 
sheltered from west or southwest winds by high 
fences or buildings. 

Where plants of any kind have been covered du- 
ring winter, the covering may remain upon them 
unii! just as vegetation ttegins to start in the spring, 
it is not well to remove it at the lirst breaking up of 
winter, as the return of cold weather in spring is 
quite as injurious as the severe cold of winter. 

All fruit or ornamental plantations which are so 
located as to receive the sweep of prevailing winds, 
should, if possible, have the additional protection of 
a belt of trees planted thickly along the exposed 
side, but so far di-tant as not to shade, or injure by 
the spread of their roots, which is proved to be quit*; 
equal upon every side to the height of the tree. Belts 
er screens of this kind, formed of evergreens, are 
about the only practicable shelter to the larger and 
more important fruits, which are alco more or less 
injured by such exposure. 

It is a matter of quite common occurrence to see 
Isabella and oth-r hardy grape vines con-iderably 
injured and enfeebled in their growth and fruiting 
by severe winter; yet we are not prepared to advhe 
the cultivator to pull down his vines from the trelli* 
and cover them with leaves or earth; the cost and 
trouble, although frequently less than the actual 
benefit, is so often unnecessary that it seems best to 
take the risk in most cases; yet if any man would 
iosure himself a crop this is his liest way. We are 
h'.piful that some of the newer sorts will prove per- 
fectly hardy in oar latitude, which we cannot say of 
the Isabella. 

The season is now so far advanced that these sug- 
gestions cannot all be carried into practice, but we 
hope all who read them will do what they can to se- 
cure the best possible crops next year. Strawber- 
ries can at least be covered while the ground is 
frozen, and Raspije rr jes ti-ed up with straw, if too 
late to Le covered with earth. II. E. H.

Roots.— It is admitted, by common consent, that 
the root crops have lieen the most efficient means of 
making the English the most powerful agricultural 
nation on earth. Such cro[,s have a greater ten- 
dency than most others to rr novate and enrich the 
soil, and this should lie a chief object with farmers. 
Ai:y system, it matters not the amount of immedi- 
ate proiit it promises, if it continually impoverishes 
the land, will sooner or later bring its subject to 
want. Cotton aad tobacco crops enable their pro- 
ducers to gain wealth fast, while the land is fresh, 
but in a few years the soil best adapted to them, 
without extraordinary care, will become so poor 
that heavv crops of no kind can be grown. 

In the (Jnited States we know of no products bet- 
ter calculated to improve the husbandry than to 
give especial attention to manuring and raising 
roots. To those not acquainted, roots may seem too 
small a business, but this is for want of knowing 
the large amount that may be produced and their 
various uses. From two to six hundred bushels of 
potatoes, beets, turnips, carrots, or parsnips may lie 
produced to the acre much more easily than one 
hundred bushels of corn, and the acre of" roots will 
go further in feeding than corn and improve the 
ground at the seme time, w hile the other deterio- 
rates it. Horses, cows, and swine all are fond of 
roots, and they thrive and continue healthy in being 
fed with them. Previous to the seasou to com- 
mence putting in roots we hojie a fe w condensed di- 
rections for putting in and cultivating will be ser-

1st. Potatoes -There are mmy varieties of potatoes 
claiming preeminence, but the large, smooth-skinned 
blues and L indon Ladys. for the West, have no su- 
periors for early use; and the late reds, Nesbaunoc*, 
all do well for the main crop. The soil must lie rich. 
There are two advantages in planting in bills so as 
to plow both ways: First, they are more easily clean- 
ed, as the plow will do most of the work; and sec- 
ondly, the digging is not a fourth of the labor when 
potatoes are in bills as when they are in drills. 

One of the best potato raisers told us the other 
day of a plan by which he always succeeds in pro- 
ducing large, round, smooth tubers. He cuts off the 
eye end and gives it to the pig or cows, splits the 
tuber open lengthwise, and places two or three halves 
in each hill. We have such confidence in the expe- 
rience ef the informer, we believe the system good,

good deal of dispute amongst farmer* concerning 
the productiveness of these two varieties of beets, 
but this depends upon several circumstances. If the 
season is wet and the surface very rich and mehow, 
'he sugar beet is unquestionably preferable; but in a 
dry season, if the soil is deep, the wurzel has been 
much the more abundant crop. In three out of four 
tears with us, the maneel wurzel has proved the 
letter crop, and, as to tl^ nutritive particles of each, 
we have Dot ascertained bj feeding that one has any 
advantage over the other. 

Two pounds of seed to the acre is the general al- 
lowance when the rows are about two fee: asunder 
and the plants from 8 to 12 inches apart. The 
ground should lie well manured and perfectly pul- 
verized. The English plan is to manure in the 
trench ovar which the seeds are de;>osited and the 
main point is to have enough of it. A piece of 
plank four or five feet lone", with pins projecting be- 
neath from one and a haif to two inches, and a han- 
dle above, will answer for a dibble to put in the 
seeds at the proper distance and depth. Piace the 
dibble on the row, and with one exertion of the foot 
holes will tie made, put in two seeds to have a sure 
stand, cover with the foot or light rake, and then roll 
the ground. If the seeds are soaked from 24 to 48 
hours in warm water they will come earlier, and a 
lietter sUnd will be ins urea. After the plants get 
up two or three inches, thin out to proper distance, 
keep out the weeds, and stir the ground ahout the 
roots. No other cultivation will be nec*ssary.

Bio Hkad a Horsks. — E. M. Gruffin, Iowa, is 
iuformed that, from his description, his colt has un- 
doubtedly iot the big head, a disease, I believe, 
peculiar "to the West, caused, we all think, by feed- 
ing on dry hard corn, and in some cases over-heat- 
ing in addition. It was very prevalent in this 
neighborhood some thirty vears ago, and young 
horse* that received extra feeding with corn, and 
we had then little else to feed with, were mo*t sub- 
ject to it. It contiste, as Mr. G. describes, of a 
hard callous swelling on the upper and lower jaw 
Ik nes outside the grinders— in a short time c 
stiffne.s in the limbs, inability to rise without 
and, if not checked, is always fatal. 

Some years ago I examined the jaw bones of a 
horse that had died of the disease, and found the 
excrescences quite as solid and hard as the hones. 
Masou, in his excellent work, is the only writer on 
farriery (and I have consulted some half dozen) 
who mentions the disease. The cure is arsenic, in- 
serted in fine paper on the swelling. This I havo 
seen tried; it is efficient and safe, but severe, and 
causes ugly scars. One of my sons has in this 
place a horse under treatment for it now — is using a 
decoction of roots of rattle weed or carpenter's 
square, found growing in old fence rows — one peck 
of the roots boiled down with three or four pounds 
of old bacon, for eight or ten hours, strained and 
rubbed well into the affected parts, and driven in 
with a hot iron every day for a week; then every 
other day for a fortnight, which, though trouble- 
some, is, I lielieve, an effectul cure. Some use 
puncturing with an awl in several places, and rub- 
bing corrosive sublimate. It is an u^ly disease, 
and a horse scarred with it loses more than half its 
value, and is seldom active after it.

Rotation ok Caor*. — A w riter in the .4rommn 
Farmer, who is evidently an intelligent and practi- 
cal maa, has adopted the six year course for his sys- 
teio of rotation. 

1st. Fallows of wheat; 2d. Wheat crop; M, 
Corn crop; 4th. Oit crop (with clover); 5th. Clo- 
ver crop (with mauure); G',h. Clover crop — and the 
sod plowed under in September, and the trround, 
when properly prepa-ed. sowed to wheat. He add k : 

"I pursue a different plan in using mv manure, 
from any of my neighbors. I apply,'it all on my clo- 
ver fields. First, liecause it increases the grow'th of 
clover, thereby affording more shade and litter. 
Secondly, it insures a good wheat crop. Thirdly, a 
good corn crop; after which, I tiud it much easier to 
get a good stand of young clover, and that is the 
great desideratum with our farmers. Give me a 
good stand of clove*, and I would uot pay the freight 
on all the gusno you could send me." 

He increases his manure heap largely by hauling 
refuse vegetable matter to some convenient" spot, and 
thenar.* Lis stock upon it night*. -04to Valley Far- 
mer. 



ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE OF KANSA8. 

Having been appointed bv the President of the 
United States to the office of Secretary, and, during 
the Governor's absence, Actiug Governor of this 
Territory, it is proper that I should make you a brief 
add -ts*, sufficient to indicate what my future course 
of action will be. The troubles and difficulties w ith 
which the people of the Territory have been involv- 
ed makes thi* the more necessary, for it would be 
unreasonable to expect any one occupying this posi- 
tion to escape misrepresentation and abuse. The 
passions of many have been so thoroughly arou— '. 
and lom--s'anding diliiculties have so embittered the 
leettags < f one portion of the community against 
a-iother, that it has been represented as almost im- 
pos?i de to find any one willing to listen to the voice 
of reason. This I am not prepircd to believe 
That there are some violent men who have assumed 
to speak by authority ' for the people at large, and 
cojusel such measures as must necessarily, it fol- 
lowed, lead to Llowdshed. anarchy, and confusi a, I 
have no doubt, but it will requite more than bare 
assertion to satisfy me that there i» uot yet enough 
of the conservative element remaining to uphold 
and enforce the laws, by which alone the live* and 
property of our citizens "can lie protected and the 
honor of the country preserved. 

It is the earnest desite of the President that a fair 
opportunity should lie affb'ded all the people of 
the Territory at the approaching elections to give a 
full and free expression of their opinion*, and. as an 
evidence tf this. I give the following quotations 
from his instructions to me. through the S cretarv 
of State, dated December 11th, 1857: 

"The convention which met at I^vompton on the 1st of 
September had framed h Constitution, ami had authorized 
its P r e rident to >-utimit the question to the people ou the 
'JUt of December, whether this Constitution should t>- 
adopted with or without slnvery. The importance of this 
issue conld n -t be well over -estimated. It involved the 
complete and authoritative settlement of the only subject 
of ditfereuce which hud seriously apitnted Kansas or iuter- 
tered with its prosperity. The qualified electors, there- 
fore, to whom the settlement was referre i, not ouly h «d 
an unquestionable rv'ht to attend at th» polls and give 
their votes, on the day appointed, but they were required 
to do so by the lushest consideration* of public dutv. In 
the exercise of thi* richt. moreover, they were entitled to 
adequate protection hy the Territorial Government, and 
the Actinj Governor wa* bound to employ all the legal 
means at his command to give security and fairness to the 
election " 

'"The conflicting opinions which prevail in the Territo- 
ry," he says, "had their appropriate is-ue at the ballot- 
box, and to that peaceful arbitrament they might safi ly be

The great objects to lie accomplished, iu the 
opiuion of the President, were to preserve the l«'ace of the 
Territory and s-cure the freedom of the election." • 

"From these views you will readily understand what 
the president regards as the chief duty which devolves 
upon you a* Mr. Stautou's successor. This duty is to pre- 
serve the peace in Kansas. Every person entitled to vote 
under the Constitution oaghl to have safe access to the 
polls, and to lie free from any restraint whatever in the ex- 
ercise of the elective frauchise. If the civil power is found 
insufficient tor this purpose, the troops of the United States 
should be employed iu aid of it; and it may he a wire |<n ■ 
cautiou to have them siatioued, in advance, within reach 
of those places where, iu your judgment, their sei vices are 
likely to be reuuired." • * * • 

* • "They (tfw instructions heretofore given) refer prom- 
inently to the preservation of peace at certain imiiortant 
elections; but 1 need hardly inform ysu tVat your duty is 
not intended to bj confiued to these ipeeW occa-ions. It 
extends, of course, to the protection ot all citizens in 
the exercise of thtir just rights, and applies as well to 
one legal electionus another. The Territorial I.e.-isl:.tiire, 
doubtless, convened ou the 7th iu-t.. and while it remains 
in session its memb.-rs ure euiitled to be secure and free in 
their deliberations. It* rightful action must also be respect- 
ed. Should it authorize an election by the people, for any 
purpose, this election should be held without latsmnHon, 
no less than those tuthorized hy the Conv ntlon. While 
the |ieace of the Territory is preserved aud the freedom of 
electious is secure, there need be no fear of disastrous con- 
sequences. The public journal* cotitain r. i m ts of an in- 
tended movement by a portion of the rcrideuts ot Kansas, 
to organize a revolutionary Government. It is hardly 
probahle that thi' report can he well fouoded. But itinnM 
the attempt be made and lead to practical collision with the 
Territorial authorities, the authority of the Government 
must necessarily be maintained, and from whatever quar- 
ter it is attempted to interfere, by violence, with the elec - 
tions authorized by the Constitutional Convention, or 
which may be authorized by the Legislature, the attempt 
must be resisted and the security of the election maintain, 
ed. The peaceable progress of these electious can obvious- 

| ly occisiou no injury to any citizen, or any party, because 
their results can nave onK their due weight under the cot- 

i stitutiou aud laws." • • • * • 
"It is vi tall v important that the people of Kansas, and no 
other th.. n the }>euple of Kansas, should have the full de- 
termination of the .|Ue»ti"U now before them for decision." 

• It is proper to add. 

that no action of the Territorial Legi-lature can interfere 
with the elections of the 21st of December aud ihe 1st Mon- 
day of Janhary, iu the modeaud mauuer prescribed by the 
Constitutional Convention." 

Bv these instructions it will be seen that my duty 
is plainly marked out, and as my own vie** n 
th^se subjects entirely accord with those of the 
President, I shall find no difficulty in obeying 
them; and I trust that all good citizens will MpM 
me in preserving the peace of the Territory, and 
at the same time settle the questions whuh m*m 
perplex them. It is far more easy to do this 
through the ballot-liox, than by the sword, and in 
that way it can also lie done much more speedilv. 
It is much to be regrttted that one portion of the 
people have resolved n it to vote on the 
as submitted to-day; for had there been a 
attendance at the polls, the question of *Uvery 
would have been fully and deliuitely settled. The 
American people can never determine a political 
question by absenting themselves from the polls. 
Their absence is regardi >'. s indifference, and the 
majjrity of votes actuals iven determines the re- 
sult, and not the rusjo i ; that might have been 
given. 

It is asserted by some ;:iat persons from other 
States have interfered in the elections, and that 
frauds have been perpetrated by which they h;;ve 
been overpowered and deprived of their "rights. 
These charges may be true, but if so, the evils they 
complain of will not be remedied by absenting them- 
selves from the polls. American citizens can never 
preserve their rights by abandoning the elective 
franchise, and punishment too severe cannot be in- 
flicted on th« man who, by violence, trickery, or 
fraud, would deprive them of it. There is no ques- 
tion connected with our government which ought not 
and which cannot be amicably settled by it. It is 
true that a question m:iy lie presented in a manner 
objectionable to some, but that is not a good reason 
for refusing to vote; for if the majority wills it the 
difficulty can soon be remedied by presenting the 
question in the manner required. 

This has been one of the reasons assigned why a 
porti m of the people will not vote to-day — that the 
question has not been fairly presented. Another is 
that they anticipate frauds. I have seen (Jen. Cal- 
houn, the President of the Convention, to whom the 
returns are to be made, and, besides assuring me 
that he has done and will continue to do all he can 
to have the elections fairly and properly conducted, 
has invited myself and tlie presiding officers of the 
two Houses of the Territorial Legislature to be pres- 
ent at the counting of the vote. If a majority of 
the people are dissatisfied with the results of th.se 
elections, they can soon change them in a peaceuhle 
manner by a resort to the ballot-box. 

A very stringent law was passed at the late session 
of the Legislature providitg for the infliction of se- 
vere penalties on persons engaged in election frauds. 
This act meets with my most hearty approval, and 
if it is not yet sufficiently stringent, I will gladly 
assist in making it more so. It is not possible to 
throw too many guards around this great bulwark, 
which is the very foundation of our free institutions. 

I cannot close this address without warning the 
people against allowing themselves to be drawn into 
quarrels originating in conflicting claims to land*. 
This is a fruitful source of difficulty in all new coun- 
tries, and, in the present condition of affairs in this 
Territory, designing men will seek to turn every- 
thing of the sort to political account. Many troubles 
and the loss of many valuable lives may 'be traced 
to this cause, and people should be cautious about 
taking sides on political grounds in such matters as 
are of a purely personal character. 

In the discharge of my duties I will take such 
steps as will, in my judgment, best contribute to 
earning out the views above expressed; for the 
majesty of the laws must and shall be maintained. 
In these matters I shall expect the co-operation of 
all good citizens, and, should my expectations be 
realized, I have no fears but that peac» wPl be pre- 
served. J. W. DENVEK,
